Storage Reservoir, Wanted Part of

the Contract Price Wbich Was

Held Back.

The board of aldermen bad a short
session at their regular meeting last

evening, there being but little business
to transact.

building the Orange brook reservoir, was

they were responsible, they thought the
city could see its way clear to pay them
the amount, which would be about

1,100, The city would then liave back
10 per cent., which they are to hold
for six months after the. dam is com-

pleted. There was considerable discus-

sion over the question, and the board
tin-all- decided that there was no other
way than for them to follow the strict
terms of the contract: but the question
of extension of ti""' was referred to th
wat.'r committee to investigate and find
out how much time will be needed next
spring to complete the d.im and make
a report.

The report of the city engineer on
the house numbers on Lawrence avenue
was read and accepted. The lighting
committee recommended that a tungsten
street light lo installed on Tremont
street, and the light was ordered in-

stalled.
